The man waited 
outside and the woman went in and had 
an earnest conversation with ware. 
Previous to that Cameron had seen the 
same man with two girls in the store, 
engaged in an angry conversation with 
Ware. Cameron says he has never seen 
Dnrrant, but that this man resembles 
the picture* of the Emmanuel church 
murderer.

They were merry in Chinese circles 


yesterday and a large part of the popu. 
latiou moved to this aide, first congre- 
gating In Recorder Clark's court and 
then in Justice St. John's. The cause 
was the somewhat liberal application of 
the law of the land to L. Luey, who is 
said to be a bad highbinder. 


Luey is the man who was arrested by 


It. P. Russell some time ago while in 
the act, it ia claimed, of taking a 
Chinese laborer to the court in Lam 
Lee's place. Luey is a See Yup man, 
and the merchant who had been patron- 
ized by the laborer is a Sam Yep. 


Luey was tried in Recorder Clark's 


court on a charge of disturbing the 
peace. 
Policeman Russell testiBed 


that he was attracted by the loud cries 
of the laborer, and when be came upon 
the scene he found the defendant drag- 
ging his unwilling prisoner along. A 
number of other witnesses also testified 
for the proaecutioy. Judge Clark 'took 
the case under advisement. J. H. Col- 
lins conducted the prosecution while W: 
D. Crlchton and Ira G. Ortoubf Han 
Francisco, defended. 


After the trial in Judge Clark's court 


Luey was taken before Justice St. John 
to answer to a charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon with intent to commit 
robbery. 
The circumstances of this 


charge are the same as in the other, 
only that it ia further alleged that Luuy 
exhibited his pistol to intimidate the la 
borer. Luey was arraigned and placed 
under $1500 bonds. 


Still another accusation baa been 


lodged against Luey on the same ground. 
It ia charged that he impersonated an 
officer in taking his prisoner to court. 
When Officer Russell came up, Luey at 
first defied him, saying: "I am a Chi- 
nese policeman just as you are an Amer- 
ican otticer." Russell answered that he 
would "fool him a trip" and took him 
to jail. 


Luey will evidently get a good doee of 


justice before he is through. 


But the most important event of the 


day was the arrival on the evening train 
of Lee Won Buuy, the president of the 
Bee Yup organization. President Suey 
hails from the bay city and is a power 
in Chinese affairs in this country. 
He 


was preceded night before last by Ira 
G. Orion, one of his attorneys, ami last 
night J. C. Campbell, another of his at- 
torneys, put in an appearance 


The mission of these me.i is to pacify 


Chinatown. Suey was interviewed by a 
Riii'imucAN reporter last night. He is 
an intelligent looking Chinaman and. 
though very courteous, acted like one in 
authority. He leaned back in his chair, 
drawing long, comfortable whiffs from 
his cigar. He is not very proficient in 
the use of the English language, al- 
though he has been in this country for 
eighteen years, and the interview had 
to be held through an interpreter. 


Suey said that he citme to Fresno to 
rder hi* people in this city to cease 
gating; to act independently of the 


m Yeps and not interfere with them ; 
nee only persuasion to get people to 
ado with See Yup stores. 
Suey said that his order to the See 
ups would be sufficient to get them to 


ie 6ghting. If the Ham Yens persist 
lighting, Sney said the Seu Yupa 


ould have recourse to the law. As to 
e boycott, it grew out of the Mock 
at murder case in San Francisco. 
Suey said that the highbinders, or 
ofessional blackmailers, are not very 
umeroub in his company, and that he 
as doing all he could to suppress them. 
The president will remain in Fresno 
Tfiral days, if necessary. When asked 
hat his impression was regarding 
resno he said the reputation of the 
untyfor business was very good among 
e Chiueeo wholesale houses in San 
rancisco.
